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Possibility of Goddard Road 
Improvement Seems Remote 
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Mayor Beverly McAnally

In a recent letter directed to The 
Romulus News, Romulus resident Keith 
H. Sylvester expressed concern regard- 
ing the condition of Goddard Road be- 
tween Wayne Road and Five Points, 
stating his fecling that the road is not 
being properly maintained. Further, he 
suggested that upgrading this particular 
stretch of Goddard would lead new busi- 
nesses to locate there and,.thereby, en- 
hance the image of the City. 

Whencontacted regarding this issue, 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally stated 
that she understood Mr. Sylvester's con- 
cerns, and concurred with his vision for 
an improved Goddard Road. However, 
the major roadblock to such improve- 
ment, she said, was a lack of adequate 
funding. 
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"At some point within the last year or 
two," said McAnally, "road improvement 
was an issue on the ballot. If passed, it 
would have cost approximately $20 to 
$30 per household. Unfortunately, the 
proposal was defeated by a 2—1 margin. 

"What Mr. Sylvester brings up here," 
she continued, "is not something that 
hasn't been fully explored. Although | 
appreciate his concern, without funding, 
there's nothing we can do at this time.” 

Input on this matter was also re- 
ceived from Romulus' Community Devel- 
opment Director Dennis Oakes. In a re- 
cent andpertinent communication, Oakes 
explained that this particular portion of 
Goddard Road iswithinthe areacovered 
by the Romulus Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA). 

In September 1990, the DDA and 
the City Council adopted a plan for im- 
proving Goddard Road to a point where 
it would aliay 1esident concerns such a 
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According to Oakes, the City's engi- 
neer has estimated that the total cost of 
such a project would be $1,525,000. 
This would include necessary property 
acquisition, new pavement, sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters, and sanitary sewer 
and water lines, where needed. 

Also, Oakes noted that the primary 
means of funding this project would be 
through the Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority, or TIFA. TIFA money becomes 
available through additional property-tax 
revenues generated by new development 
within the DDA area — an area which, to 
date, has seen little new development. 

Although the improvement of God- 
dard Road remains a high priority on the 
DDA's agenda, any improvement seems 
to lie far in the future as a result of its 
significant cost. Q

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Group Aids Victims of 
Violence, Sexual Assaults

First Step —a private, nonprofit orga- 
nization — is available to Romulus resi- 
dents who are experiencing domestic 
violence and/or sexual assaults. With 
offices in Westland at 8381 Farmington, 
and in Southgate at 15100 Northline, 
First Step initially incorporated in Janu- 
ary 1978 with a $25,000 start-up grant 
and office space donated by the City of 
Westland. 

A licensed social-worker and gradu- 
ate of Eastern Michigan University, Judy 
Ellis is executive director of First Step. In 
a recent interview, Ellis was asked to 
define the scope of the group. 

"Basically," stated Ellis, "we're an 
organization that developed in response 
to growing community concerns about 
domestic violence and sexual assaults. 

"Specifically, we provide a 24-hour 
‘help, line’ (313-459-5900), emergency, 


housing, and counseling for survivors 
and their families. Also, we provide, or 
make referrals for, health-care assis- 
tance, survivor advocacy, legal andfinan- 
cial assistance, and children's services.” 

A former realtor, Ellis initially came 
to First Step in 1980. With a strong desire 
to help women, she was, at that point, 
one of only three volunteers working for 
the fledgling organization. Within a few 
months, First Step hired Ellis with a man- 
date to establish a comprehensive vol- 
unteer program. 

Said Ellis, "From those beginnings, 
we now have several hundred First Step 
volunteers. Today, without their support 
plus the support of all the communities 
we serve, we couldn't provide the ser- 
vices that we do." 

Ellis added that volunteers are given 
extensive training which enables them to

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Romulus Profile: 


Garol Bowman —

"A common belief is that probation is 
not a form of punishment. In reality, how- 
ever, itis apunishment; it's an alternative 
to jail.” 

The above statement was made by 
Carol Bowman, who, for the past 15 
years, has served as Director of the 
Probation Department for the 34th Dis- 
trict Court. The Court, located at 11131 
Wayne Road in Romulus, is a misde- 
meanor court that serves the cities of 
Romulus and Belleville as well as the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren. 

In. 1977, Bowman came to her 
present positionwith a bachelor's degree 
from Madonna College and a master's 
degree from Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity. Previously, she had been employed 
in the University of Michigan Hospitals’ 
security force. 

"Actually," said the 46-year-old Bow- 
man, "before | came to the Court ona full- 
time basis, | was working here part-time 
for six months. Then, the man who was, 
at that time, the probation director for the 
Court left, and | took over this position.” 
Bowman added that she was also com- 
pleting her bachelor's degree during this 
busy period. 

When asked to describe the "inter- 
workings" of the Court, Bowman replied, 
"We're a district court for the State of 
Michigan, and we're locally funded. A 
Portion of the money collected in fines 
and fees goes back into the community." 

As Director of the Probation Depart- 
ment, Bowmanworks equally for allthree 
of the District's judges: Felix Rogalle, 
William Szlinis, and Henry Zaborowski. 
This, seemingly, would involve muchwork 
and responsibility. | asked Bowman to 
comment on her specific duties. 

Said Bowman, "First, | prepare pre- 
sentence reports and recommend sen- 
tences to the judges. Also, | monitor the 
misdemeanants with regard to how they 
comply with their sentences. 

"If a defendant is found to be violat- 
ing the conditions of parole, then | initiate 
the appropriate action and represent our 
department before the judge." 

Bowman is certified by the State of 
Michiganas an “alcohol counselor." With 
that certification, she conducts both alco- 
hol and substance-abuse assessments 
which, subsequently, are presented to 
the Court. 

"About 80% of our case-load involves 
some form of substance abuse. As it 
turns out, since I'm an alcohol counselor, 
| really enjoy this aspect of my job be- 
cause it's very gratifying to see substance 
abusers making real progress." 

Bowman is a firm believer in having 
the misdemeanants take responsibility 
for their probationary behavior. Hence, 
this past summer, she initiated a garden- 


"The misdemeanants were all very 
enthusiastic about the garden. They paid 
$20 per day to be in the program, and 
most of the harvest went to Romulus 
senior citizens. 

"Right now," she continued, "I'm in 
the process of working with the City and 
the Romulus Adult Education people to 
set up an educational program.” 

Bowman explained that the classes 
will run for eight weeks and will teach 
general life-skills. Also, the misdemean- 
ants will be afforded an opportunity to 
obtain their General Education Diploma. 
She expects the first session of classes 
to begin in approximately four months. 

When asked to comment on her 
staff, Bowman replied, "Currently, I've 
got three Deputy Clerks: Tina Tanner, 
Deborah Hester, and Diane Butka. 
They're all great people and make up a 
fantastic staff. They help me with every- 
thing, and are really the reason | get to do 
what | do." 

We then turned to her role as liaison 
between the Court and the City of Romu- 
lus. Via the Court's judges, Bowman 
keeps the City and the Police Depart- 
ment advised of current Court activities. 

"Overall, the Probation Department 
has a good relationship with City Hall 
and the Police Department. When we 
take our concems to City Hall, the City is 
always very supportive. Infact, inthe last 
few years, we've all worked together 
more often because of the new pro- 
grams we've established." 

Bowman is a member of both the 
Michigan andthe National Association of 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse Counselors. 
Additionally, she belongs to a number of 
charitable organizations, which include 
the alumni associations of both Madonna 
College and Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity. Further, she volunteers her services 
for Channel 56, Detroit's public broad- 
casting station. 

Illustrating her concern for Vietnam 
MIAs and POWs, she's involved with 
Task Force Omega, agroup that continu- 
ally addresses this problem. The MIA/ 
POW issue is one that must be resolved, 
said Bowman. She wears acopperbrace- 
let with the name of a California service- 
man who became a POW in November, 
1969. 

Bowman's daughter, Danielle, 25, is 
a 1990 graduate of the University of 
Missouri. Presently, she works as an 
industrial engineerin Carthage, Missouri. 

In her leisure time, Bowman likes to 
cross-stitch and is also an avid reader. 
However, traveling is her major love, and 
this passion is something that she has 
successfully instilled in daughter Danielle. 

"| believe that travel is a major in- 
vestmentin life," smiled Bowman. "| think 
it's important to travel in order to experi-

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In-Balance Center Moves 
to Larger Quarters

The saying, "you are what you eat," 
is one that is taken very seriously by 
naturapath Geraldine Torres, owner of 
Romulus’ In-Balance Center. Torres re- 
cently moved her store to 36920 God- 
dard because, she said, her business 
simply outgrew its former location. 

Torres, a 22-year Romulus resident, 
became interested in nutrition and natu- 
ral healing methods after a childhood 
filled with illness and surgeries. 

Said Torres, "As | was growing up, | 
was sick much of the time. During that 
period, | was treated with conventional 
medicine and, of all the doctors | saw, 
none of them ever talked to me about 
nutrition. 

"In 1978," she continued, "! devel- 
oped blood clots in my leg andwas in bed 
for six weeks. At the same time, my aunt 
was being treated for cancer and was 
told by her pharmacist that her medica- 
tion would kill her before the cancer 
would." 

Torres went on to say that her aunt 
then began using natural healing meth- 
ods and, within six months, she was 
cancer-free. 

In January, 1989, Torres opened the 
In-Balance Center in order to teach 
people that there are many "natural" 
alternatives for healing as opposed to 
traditional and conventional medicine. 

"| try to teach people the importance 
of eating quality foods,” she said. "For 
example, sugar is a food that should be 
eliminated from everyone's diet. It has 
no nutritional value, and is often the 
cause of young children's behavioral 
problems.” 

Eating good food is of utmost impor- 
tance in order to achieve a healthy body, 
mind, and spirit. And when you have that, 
said Torres, you have everything. 

In her work, Torres puts much em- 
phasis on using herbs for natural healing 
and prevention. Everything that is green 
and growing, she said, is considered to 
be an herb, including weeds. 

"Herbs is a food that has been with 
us, literally, since God created the world," 
explained Torres. "Herbs consist of sev- 
eral molecules. When aprescription drug 
is made, the drug companies are actu- 
ally isolating one of an herb's molecules 
and, through processing, the medication 
then becomes toxic. | believe it's much 
better for a person to consume the entire 
herb as it's found in its natural form.” 

This type of herbaltreatmentis called 
homeopathy, Torres continued, and is a 
dilution of herbs that is taken in capsule 
form in order to create positive body 
vibrations. 

"Pain, itself, is agood example of the 
body's vibrations. Our bodies use this 
negative vibration to tell us that there's a 
problem within us that needs care. If we 
work to maintain correct body vibrations, 
we'll stay healthy and vibrant,” she said. 

Iridology is another method that 
Torres uses to determine client treat- 
ment. Basically, she said, it's the process 


* «+ of examining,a person's eyes in order to. | 


determine what part of that person's body 
is diseased or distressed. 

"The eyes are an extension of the 
brain stem," she added. "By analyzing 
the color of a person's eyes, you can 
thereby determine all the vibrations that 
are present in that person's body.” 

Torres also uses reflexology in her 
Center. This consists of working with the 
feet and back in order to determine en- 
ergy flow and, if necessary, to thenreturn 
the energy flow to its natural balance. 

In-Balance offers a large variety of 
items for healing the body and maintain- 
ing its health. These items include air 
andwater purifiers, foodprocessors, juic- 
ers, a large array of books, and more. 
Also, Torres offers homeopathy classes 
every Thursday from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m. 

In the future, Torres would like to 
vastly expand her business. She fore- 
sees a much larger In-Balance Center 
that would house areading room, athera- 
peutic music room, and a number of 
areas to be used for conducting various 
forms of natural healing. 

Currently, Torres is aided by Taylor 
resident Sonya Stamp and Dianne 
Zaleski of Romulus. As the Center is 
continuing its growth, Torres will soon be 
adding two additional assistants. 

Torres' husoand Ruben, 55, is a truck 
driver. The couple have five children. 
Timothy, 35, lives and works in Georgia. 
Karin, 32, works inthe home, while Ruben 
Jr., at 30, is a pilot for United Airlines. 
Twenty-seven-year-old Mathew works for 
Lockheed International in Italy, and An- 
drew, 22, is alinemanforaconcern that's 
often subcontracted by Detroit Edison. 

Summing up, Torres said, "Most of 
the clients | see for the first time come 
here with almost no hope for curing their 
illness. However, through natural heal- 
ing methods, I've seen miracles happen. 
But it's the clients who have to do all the 
work; | simply teach them how to do it.” 

The In-Balance Center is open Mon- 
days and Wednesdays from 9 a.m. to 9 
p.m.; Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; and Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m.

Rules for Second MMR Immunizations 


By Kathleen Conway, Director, Romulus

Lately, there have been many ques- 
tions from parents and school staff re- 
garding the newrules about children and 
adolescents receiving a second immuni- 
zation for measles, mumps, and rubella 
(MMR). This Emergency Rule — devel- 
oped by the State legislature and signed 
by Governor John Engler on April 24, 
1992 — was put into effect immediately 
because quick enactment was felt to be 
important. 

The Emergency Rule requires all 
children to have asecond MMR vaccine; 
this is specifically required for students 
who are entering a new school (such as 
occurs when the students enter kinder- 
garten, seventh grade, or ninth grade) or 
who are changing schools. The School 
District is requiring students to have a 
second MMR vaccine and will exclude 
students if they do not have the shot. 

The difficulty has come, it appears, 
because many private physicians were 
caught unawares by this ruling and were 
unable to provide the immunization be- 
cause they hadn't received the vaccine 
intheir offices. The Wayne County Health 
Department has been deluged with 
people needing the shot, and are sched- 
uling for immunizations well into Octo- 
ber. Here at the Health Center, we've 
tried very diligently to keep up with the 
demand, but we, too, have a full patient 
load and have had to schedule patients 
a week or two into the future. 

All of this means that parents and 
school staff are frustrated and are anx- 
ious to meet this requirement, while 
health-care providers are trying hard to 
meet the demand. We beg you to be 
Patient as we try to meet your needs. 

A recent letter from Senator Donald 
Riegle noted that, in 1991, "... more 
than 25,000 children inthe United States 
contracted measles — a two-thirds jump 
from the year before. In 1990, Michigan 
had 478 cases of measles — a large 
increase from the 1988 low of 31 cases 
- and, tragically, one death occurred as 
a result of this preventable disease."

Further, he notes that a 1970s cam- 
paign to immunize all children by the 
time they reached elementary school 
made great strides toward protecting 
youngsters against diseases such as 
measles, mumps, rubella, and whooping 
cough. He has introduced a bill, S.2116, 
the Comprehensive Child Health Immu- 
nization Act, to propose a strategy for 
ensuring that all children receive needed 
vaccinations by strengthening and coor- 
dinating efforts within existing: public- 
health and social-service programs. The 
legislation would grant. states funding 
and would create a special fund for the 
Centers for Disease Control in order to 
purchase extra vaccines during future 
disease outbreaks. 

It is important that children be pro- 
tected from these preventable diseases. 
Obviously, parents can request, for per- 
sonal or religious reasons, a waiver to 
exempt their children from having the 
immunization. That waiver request must 
be obtained from your child's school. 

If you have any questions regarding 
the new MMR tules or requesting a 
waiver, callthe Health Center (941-1400).

Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information.

effectively assist the program's 21 full- 
time staff persons. Staff and volunteers 
will, at various times, be called upon to 
answer the 24-hour help line; to accom- 
pany survivors to police stations, hospi- 
tals, and courts; and, when appropriate, 
to refer survivors to other agencies. Also, 
the staff and volunteers have been in- 
strumental in setting up various support 
groups. 

“Romulus has been very supportive 
of us for several years," said Ellis. "Most 
of the work we do there involves domes- 
tic violence, although there are anumber 
of sexual assaults." 

During the last year, Ellis noted, First 
Step was involvedwith 81 Romulus fami- 
lies. In this period, over 230 nights of 
shelter were provided to Romulus resi- 
dents, and Romulus families received 
more than 330 hours of counseling. 

Funding for First Step is provided 
primarily by United Way of Southeastern 
Michigan, although several other public 
and private concerns supportthe group's 
efforts. However, since First Step has 
provided services to a total of 16,700 
families since its inception, additional 
funding is a continual need. 

When asked to speak to this finan- 
cial burden, Ellis stated, "In August, there 
were 34 families that contacted us for 
help that we had to turn away due to a 
lack of funds 

"Also, we have an ongoing need for 
more volunteers. With 6,000 annual calls 


fonhelp, we.need.more people to answer 


the help line. We also need clerical help 
and assistance with child care." 

Ellis also noted a need for specific 
items such as diapers, all types of paper 
products, and home-furnishing items 
which will be necessary for further shel- 
ter expansion. 

October has been designated as 
Domestic Violence Awareness Month. 
First Step, along with other, similar agen- 
cies, has slated several programs incon- 
junction with this awareness period. For
